Prelate’s Banishment 
Seen As New Violence 
Masked By Fraud

Vatican City -—-(Radio NC)— 
Those persons who have physically 
attacked the person of Catholic 
Bishops, have cited Bishops before 
civil tribunals, interferred with 
the functioning of ecclesiastical 
offices, or have wrongfully as- 
sumed or permitted themselves to 
be placed in ecclesiastical offices 
have incurred excommunication. 
A declaration of the Sacred 
Consistorial Congregation, made 
public here March 17, points out 
this fact. It represents the re- 
action of the Holy See to recent 
developments in Czechoslovakia. 
The declaration lists events that 
have recently occurred in Czechos- 
lovakia, including the trial and im- 
prisonment of Catholic priests and 
Bishops, and the interference with 
Bishops in the exercise of the 
duties as Ordinaries. It specifi- 
cally mentions the action taken 
against Archbishop Beran, who re- 
cently was ordered by the regime 
to be banished from his See City 
of Prague. 

The declaration also cites the 
Canons of the Code of Canon Law 
which state the ecclesiastical pen- 
alties for attacks upon Bishops 
and the Church, as follows: 

Those bringing Bishops before a 
lay judge, Canon 2341; those lay-

Belgian Socialists 
Oppose Army Bill 
Of Christian Party 


Brussels—(NC)—A bill of the 
Belgian Christian Social Party 
which would extend military ser- 
vice for recruits from 18 to 24 
months is being opposed by the 
Socialist Party mainly, it is 
charged here, because of spite after 
the latter party refused to form a 
coalition government with the so- 
cialists. The socialists also are said 
to fear widening of the gap which 
separates them from the commun- 
ists. 


The bill of the Christian Social 
Party, the former Catholic party 
now in power, also provides for 
many exemptions from military 
service for young men whose draft 
into the armed services would work 
undue hardships on their families. 
The party is also sponsoring a poli- 
tical program based on the family 
and opposes conscription of women 
for military service. 

Sharp criticism of the bill by 
Paul-Henri Spaak, former Social- 
ist Premier, did not surprise poli- 
tical leaders here. They pointed 
out, however, that M. Spaak op- 

osed the bill in parliament short- 
y after his return from the United 
States, where he urged all-out 
American military aid for Europe 
and is said to have promised an 
adequate Belgian army as part ‘of 
the West European defense’ plan. 
Observers said that M. Spaak did 
not even know how many divisions 
Belgium had for the defense plan.

‘Assurance For Believers... . . Warning For Gods Enemies 


TORAr is the day—for organs, 

for alleluias, for flowers, for 
happiness, True, where you are 
reading this it may be that there 
isn’t any sunshine, and maybe 
the Easter bonnets got wet. But 
you know that doesn’t matter. 
Today is a glad day, a rich day, 
a shining day, a day — the 
Church says — that God has 
made, 


It is a day, too, that only 
Christians can appreciate; it is 
a day that must drive our Red 
brethren and their like nearly 
mad. Can’t you just picture one 
of them gnashing his teeth and 
growling, “You fools, what are 
you shouting about?’ Or maybe 
he says it tauntingly, with a 
know-it-all leer. And you feel 
like poking him one, right on 
the jaw, but you don’t, because

the spirit of Christ-risen over- 
whelms you. You probably smile 
kindly. and say something like 
this - - 

“What are we shouting about? 
Well, sir, since you ask I'll try 
to tell you. But you must be un- 
usually polite and not malik the 
story. And you must not wince 
at the name of Jesus Christ, be- 
cause I must use it often if I 
am to explain anything about 
Easter to you. 

“In fact,.1 have to use it right 
away by reminding you of that 
long-dead century in which Jesus 
was born. Remember it? 

“Remember that night in par- 
ticular when the star shone and 


the angels sang. Well, on that 


night there were people living 
who wished the night had never 


come, because it brought a chal- 
lenge to them. To Herod, for 
instance, it brought, as he 
thought, a rival King. So Herod 
decided to do something about 
the situation. He'd fix it. He'd 
put the rival out of the way. 


“And he succeeded, for a 
while, because even though he 
did not kill Jesus he did drive 
Him into exile. But, of course, 
Jesus came back. He always 
does. He came back from Egypt, 
and in a few years made Himself 
the most talked of person of His 
time. There were miracles, you 
know, and revolutionary teach- 
ings. And He claimed that God 
was His Father. 

“To some people all this was 
an invitation to listen, to be- 
come one of His followers; but

to others it brought again thé 
inevitable challenge. To the 
Pharisees His teachings were a 
rebuke; to the Jewish priests 
His claim to divinity was a de- 
nial of their supreme religious 
authority. So once again men 
took counsel and decided that 
something had to be done. Jesus 
had to be put out of the way. 


Brief ‘Victory’ 


“Because God willed it, the 
plans ‘of evil men ran their 
course. There were the Agony, 
the Capture, the trumped-up Tri- 
al, the Seourging. And there was 
Calvary—a trio of crosses on a 
little hill, black as death against 
the sky, and in the middle, dying, 
the God-man, Jesus. It took 
hours for Him to die, so long 
that His enemies could hardly 
wait. They sent a soldier with 
a spear .,. needlessly, because 
when the soldier came He. was 
already dead. Then Jesus’ 
friends buried Him, 


“T guess a lot of people were 
happy that.night, about as hap- 
py as men can be, with a bad 
conscience. After all, they had 
got Him out of the way. And 
that was what they wanted. Only 
His return could spoil their joy; 
and, unlike Herod, they reckoned 
on that. Expecting at least a 
false ‘return,’ they put soldiers 
by the tomb. That would do it, 
That would keep Him dead. 


“But it didn’t. Jesus did come 
back, In a blaze of brilliance 
that struck the soldiers dumb, 
Jesus came back, He always 
does. And He stayed around 
long enough to be seen by men, 
who teld other men. Those men 
told others, and the Apostles told 
still more. 


“As the years raced on, know- 
ledge of Jesus pushed away 
areas of ignorance like a bull- 
dozer clearing scrub brush. Peo- 
ple over most of the world came 
to know Him for what he was 
and is, the Son of God made 
Man, murdered, yet living. They 
came to believe in Him, to accept 
His teachings, to love Him, to 
pray to Him, to adore and wor- 
ship Him as God. And always 
the great cornerstone of their 
belief was this fact: He came 
back from the dead. 


They'll Always Fail 


“Yes, He came back. At that 
time too He brought challenges, 
a whole Ten Commandments-ful, 
as Many as are in the Sermon on 
the Mount, as many as He 
taught in private to His Apostles 
and to Paul, as many as He has 
given to His own, His Catholic 
Church. So this time too He 
made enemies. And always those 
enemies have plotted. They must 
be rid of Christ. Time and 
again, in fact, they have tried 
to be rid of Him, working on 
the principle that Christians are 
Christ, or that the Catholic 
Church is Christ. And the won- 
derful thing is that their prin- 
ciples are true, gloriously true!

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All Faiths Unite In Plea 


Washington—(NC)—A proposed 
doubling of second class mail rates 
would force many Catholic publi- 
cations to suspend and others to 
cut their size and weight, the 
House Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee was told here on March 
15 by the president of the Catho- 
lie Press Association of the United 
States, Inc. 


F, A, Fink, managing editor of 
Our Sunday Visitor, pointed out 
that consequently the effectiveness 
of Catholic publications would be 
reduced “without revenues to the 
Post Office Department.” That de- 
partment has asked an immediate 
50 per cent increase in second class 
rates, plus an additional 25 per 
cent boost in each of the follow- 
ing two years. 

After hearing Mr. Fink and oth- 
er spokesmen for religious publica- 
tions, Rep. Harold C. Hagen of 
Minnesota inferred he would spon- 
sor an amendment to exempt re- 
ligious publications entirely from 
any rate boost. 


Dr. Daniel A. Poling, represent- 
ing the Cooperative Committee of 
Religious Publications, which in- 
cludes Catholic publishers, told the 
House committee any increase in 
the present 14%c per pound postal 
rate “will simply sound the death 
knell to a very. high percentage of 
America’s religious papers.” 


Total publication of these publi- 
eations, Dr. Poling said, “is in ex- 
cess of 47 million, as compared 
with a total of 55 million for daily 
newspapers.” 

“If no publications were forced 
to suspend (and certainly many 
would be compelled to suspend), 
the maximum that this religious 
group could contribute to your in- 
crease would be $1,420,000,” Dr. 
Poling went on. “Certainly the 
most optimistic figure that could 
be expected would be less than $1 
million net increase. 

“This, gentlemen, represents less 
than 2% per cent of the $40 mil- 
lion second class figure. To ac- 
complish only one fortieth of your 
proposed goal would impair the 
operations of 910 publications cir- 
culating 47 million copies per 
month.” 

Dr. Poling is president and edi- 
tor of the Christian Herald maga- 
zine. Among those from the Co-

was the Rev. Paul Bussard, editor 
of the Catholic Digest. Others were 
Edward Grusd, managing editor of 
the National Jewish Monthly, and 
Ford Stewart, publisher of the 
Christian Herald Magazine. 

The Rev. Thomas A. Meehan, C. 
P.A. vice president and editor of 
The New World, serving the Chi- 
cago archdiocese and the Diocese 
of Joliet, explained the problem in 
terms of his own paper, with a cir- 
culation of 142,872. 

Under the proposed postal rate 
increase, Father Meehan asserted, 
The New World’s annual expendi- 
ture would be increased at least 
$14,531. 

Father Meehan said that for 
many Catholic publications the pro- 
posed mail rate increase “would 
be almost confiscatory.” 

“I think our Catholic publica- 
tions and all other religious news- 
papers and magazines should be 
exempted from the increases pro- 
posed since we are dedicated to the 
moral and educational betterment 
of our readers and we do a needed 
service in fostering the ideals of 
democracy and brotherhood,” he 
maintained. 

In his statement Mr. Fink point- 
ed out that a good proportion of 
the Catholic press is published in 
behalf of charitable or educational 
enterprises. 

“Increased costs to these publi- 
cations mean that less money will 
be available for their charitable 
works, which have to be supplied 
by the American people either di- 
rectly through larger contributions 
or indirectly through local or na- 
tional Government subsidy,’ he 
said. 

In addition, Mr.. Fink added, al- 
most 8,000 American Catholic mis- 
sioners throughout the world are 
acting as “American ambassadors 
of good will,” performing works of 
charity and education “that re- 
dound to the credit of the United 
States.” The majority of these mis- 
sioners, he declared, are support- 
ed financially by the Catholic 
press,

age, or more recently. If you kept 
a record of the chief things you 
did day by day from childhood, 
would it not be more dependable 
than what some outsider knowing 
you for only a short time might 
write ? 

We wish the minister subscribed 
to Christ’s definition of liberty, 
rather than to his own, which 
means the freedom to believe as 
one pleases, whether it happens to 
be the truth or not. Christ did not 
regard truth as intolerance, but as 
liberty: “You shall know the truth 
and the truth shall make you free.” 

It is error that enslaves the 
mind, and not truth; it is doubt 
which troubles the mind. Catho- 
lics believe themselves to be the 
most free of all people, because 
they accept Christ’s definition, and 
know that He made provision for 
the declaration of the truth to all 
people. 

According to the Protestant way 
one may never be absolutely cer- 
tain that he has the truth, may 
never be able to solve his doubts. 
Certainly there is no reason to 
boast of that way. That the “Bible 
Only” way is not a safe way is 
proved by the hundreds of sects, 


and O.S.V. readers asked us 


all claiming to have followed the 
Bible way, and yet differing radi- 
cally from one another. 

If the Constitution of the United 
States needs an interpreter, so 
does the Bible. It will not be diffi- 
cult to prove that the Constitution 
of the United States was written 
by certain persons, but there is no 
way of knowing that the New Tes- 
tament Scriptures were written by 
any of the men to whom they are 
ascribed, except on the authority 
of the Catholic Church. That is 
simply an indisputable fact. The 
Church existed 400 years before 
the Bible was determined—there- 
fore the Bible is a product of the 
Church, and not vice-versa. 

We should like to remind the 
minister of the thing which we 
pointed out to him in the last in- 
stallment of our answer, namely, 
that the argument for the As- 
sumption of Mary into Heaven is 
no different than the argument for 
the Inspiration of the Bible. In 
both cases the argument is the au- 
thority of the Catholic Church. If 
there be no argument from the 
Bible or Tradition for the fact of 
Mary’s Assumption, neither is 
there any argument, biblical or tra- 
ditional, that the Bible as used by 
Protestants today is even an accu- 
rate translation of the original.

Franklin’s wish 
was soon afterwards complied with 
and Mr. Carroll was appointed 
Bishop of Baltimore.’ 
“The truth of the allegation 
made by Dr. Pise was questioned 
and combated by another corres- 
pondent under the initials G. C. H., 
who stated that the fact was not 
only without foundation, but the 
very contrary of the trath. 
*“Dr. Pise’s veracity or correct- 
ness of being then 
called in question, he responded to 
his challenger by the fcilowing 


letter: 

“‘Mr. Editor: In reply to G. C. 
H., who denies that the See of 
Baltimore was erected at the sug- 

of Dr. Franklin, as I stated 

my lecture before the Smithso- 

nian Institute, I beg leave to say, 

that Charles Carroll, of Carroll- 
ton, was my authority. 

“*I did not assert that Franklin 
made the proposition in his offi- 
cial capacity as emanating from 
the government of the United 
States, but in private conversation 
with the apostolic nuncio at Paris. 
It must be borne in mind that the 
American people had _ recently 
thrown off their political allegiance 
to the power of Great Britain. 

“‘Buat the Catholics were still 
under the ecclesiastical jurisdiction 
of the vicar apostolic of London, 
and Dr. Franklin intimated to the 
nuncio the expediency of relieving 
the American Catholics from all 
dependency in spiritual matters on 
that prelate, and of appointing a 
bishop of their own; and when the 
question arose where the See was 
to be established, and by whom 
filled, Dr. Franklin designated the 
city of Baltimore, and named his 
friend and fellow commissioner to 
Canada, the Rev. John Carroll; and 
moreover, it was through his in- 
fluence with the nuncio, that the 
Pope was induced to address the 
note cited by G. C. H. te the Con- 
gress of the United States. 

“*G. C. H. must remember that 
the Rev. John Carroll had been 
sent by Congress on a mission to 
Canada with Dr. Franklin. It is 
natural to suppose that Franklin 
desired to reward Mr. Carroll for 
his services to the Republic.

triot himself in his old wg, and 
repeated very frequently the 
late Archbishop Marechal, the in- 
timate friend of Charles Carroll. 
“In conclusion, I will add that 
the circumstances of the Pope ad- 
dressing a note to Congress on 
the subject of erecting a See in 
the United States, and leaving it 
discretionary with them “to choose 
a bishop, either from among the 
subjects of the United States of 
North America, or from the sub- 
jects of a foreign nation the most 
friendly with the United States”— 
this very circumstance, [I say, 
shows that Dr. Franklm was at 
the bottom of the arrangement.

They Lived The Faith by Thom- 
as P. Neill, Bruce, Milwaukee, pp.

HOMAS P. NEILL, of the de- 
partment of History at St. 
Louis University, is also the author 
of “The Making of the Modern 
Mind.” which we had the pleasure 
of reviewing about a year ago. In 
the earlier work Dr. Neill took as 
his task the exposition of the er- 
rors that underlie our modern 
world. This he did competently, 
thanks to his quite unusual pow- 
ers of popularization. 


In “They Lived The Faith,” he 
turns to the happier theme of the 
Nineteenth Century revival of 
Catholic thinking and Catholic 
Action. By a happy choice too 
he limits himself here to a treat- 
ment of the lay leaders of that 
century — many of them known 
widely by name but hardly known 
m any significant way. Yet their 
very example is of the utmost im- 
portance today when the Church 
more and more turns to the apos- 


tolic laity, while Popes 
lates call increasingly in oe 
cooperation.

‘When The Swallows 
Come Back To Capistrano’

41s feastday comes this week, on Wednesday, March 28, 
to be exact. There’s a town in California named for 
him, and a race track, and a popular song, and a tradition 
about the swallows which return to the mission of San Juan 
Capistrano every spring on exactly the 28th day of March. 
Every year the newspapers carry stories about these 


punctual swallows, as though there? 
were something miraculous about’ 
their arrival. Actually, many birds 
return in the spring to their nest- 
ing grounds in a very punctual 
manner—although not on precisely 
the same day. Ornithologists—the 
men who study birds scientifically 
—have never been satisfied that 
the swallows do come back to Cap- 
istrano on exactly the same day. 

Whether they do or not, who was 
this San Juan Capistrano after 
whom a mission was named in 
California? He is the patron saint 
of judges, a man who saw Saint 
Francis in a dream and then de- 
cided to join the Franciscan Or- 
der. He was a powerful preacher, 
a man who defended the accused, 
an ambassador for the Pope, and 
an army leader who scored great 
victories for Christianity. In the 
end, he died as a result of hard 
work, and he was canonized by his 
Church. 


Could Be March 22 To April 25 
How Date Of Easter Is Determined

Easter bonnets is the date of 
Easter itself. This year Easter 
falls on March 25, the earliest ob- 
servance of the day since 1913. 
The world will have to wait until 
the year 2008 to celebrate it earli-

That year Easter will fall on 
March 23, a lapse of 95 years since 
it was last celebrated on that date 
in 1913. 


Easter, the festival commemor- 
ating the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ on the third day after His 
crucifixion on Calvary, is most im- 
portant to all Christian festivals 
and a time of universal rejoicing. 

Easter is a movable day on the 
ecclesiastical calendar, unlike 
Christmas which always falls on 
December 25. The method of fixing 
the date was decided upon in 325 
& D. In that year, a Council of 
Churches met in Asia Minor. Aft- 
er drawing up the Nicene Creed, 
the councilors also agreed that 
Easter should be the first Sunday 
after the paschal full moon which 
occurs upon, or soon after, March 
21, the vernal equinox. 

Astronomically speaking, the 
equinox is either one of the two 


points at which the sun, in its an- 
nual course among the stars, cross- 
es the celestial equator. The vern- 
al or spring equinox occurs about 
March 20. The autumnal equinox oc- 
curs about Sept. 30. Days and 
nights are nearly equal when the 
sun is at these points. 


Practical consideration of travel 
conditions underlay the decision of 
the Council of Nice. In early times, 
Easter was a day of great cele- 
bration in big cities and pilgrims 
journeyed on foot or by crude 
methods of transportation to par- 
ticipate in the festivity. Moonlight 
was need to illuminate their way, 
since they tried to travel by day 
and night. Thus was the reckoning 
of the Easter date worked out for 
their convenience. 

Easter can be as early as March 
22 and as late as April 25,.a varia- 
tion of 35 days. The last time it 
was on March 22 was in 1818, It 
will next be that early in 2285. It 
fell on April 25 in 1943; it will not 
do so again until 2038.

Honest Politician 


San Juan—or Saint John—was 


born in the town of Capistrano, 
Italy, in the year 1385. His father 
died early and young John was 
educated by his mother, who saw 
that he studied law at a place 
called Perugia. By the time he was 
27 years old, John had been ap- 


ointed Governor of Perugia and 
ecame known as a man who vio- 


lently opposed any sort of corrup- 
tion or bribery in politics. 


When war came to his peg 


John went as an ambassador o 


peace, but was promptly thrown 
in jail for his pains by his ene- 
mies. It was while he was in jail 
that he saw Saint Francis in a 
dream and decided to enter the 
Franciscan Order. 

When he was 31 years old, John 
started his studies in religion. He 
was ordained a priest and started 
his missionary work at the age of 
40. Up and down Italy he went, 
preaching to such crowds that he 
had to stand in the public square 
to speak. At Brescia, 126,000 peo- 
ple heard John’s sermon. On an- 
other occasion, 2,000 sick persons 
were brought to him for blessing. 
John had such a strong devo~

For several blistering 
cold winter days in January 1077, 
his plea for entrance to the papal 
domicile was ignored. The Pope 
‘finally condescended to receive him

bled Henry knelt in the snow, 
begged and received absolution, 
‘while his proud German compan- 
‘ions looked on astounded. 

| Was Henry at Canossa hypocri- 
tical? Even the astute Gregory 
‘seems to have been suspicious of 
‘his sincerity, but like a kindly 
father gave Henry the benefit of 
the doubt. But the hypocrisy, if 
that it were, has made Canossa a 
‘word pregnant with meaning, even 
‘down to this latest century.

Anti-Communist Leader 
Tells Of His Conversion

\WALTER S. STEELE, managing editor of National Re- 

public, a monthly magazine of fundamental American- 
ism that has been fighting Communism since the Woodrow 
Wilson administration, likes to tell of his boyhood days in 
Muncie, Indiana, and what happened to him on The Lord’s 


church twice on Sunday,” says Mr. 
Steele. “We attended two servic- 
es—always. Baptist in the morn- 
ing, Presbyterian at night.” 

Reason for this: 

Walter Steele’s mother was a 
Presbyterian, his father a Baptist. 

In later life, not being able to 
choose between the two—Presby- 
terian or Baptist—Mr. Steele said 
so long to both. 

Then he was “A Man Without a 
Church.” 

One day he met a Catholic girl. 
Later they married. But he did not 
join her Church, either. 

Somewhere in the back of his 
head was that old harmonious 
thought, “One church is as good 
as another!” 

“You go to your church and I'll 
go to mine,” mother says to father, 
and the children usually end up 
by going to the movies. Or the 
dogs. Not all parents are like 
Walter Steele’s, taking their off- 
spring to two different services. 

Somehow, it left him baffled. 
When his wife introduced another 
religion—the Old Original—Mr. 
Steele figured he’d better leave ’em 
all go by the wayside. He’d have 
none of ’em, he thought. 

His children were being raised 
Catholics. Naturally, he loved 
them—and they came up with all 
the answers. It was through the 
influence of a beloved daughter 
‘Ithat he joined the Church. The 
conversion came about in this way: 

Yetive, Mr. Steele’s daughter, 
was married and living in Rich- 
mond, Virginia. Her father and 
mother were living in Washington, 
D.C., where they had set up house- 
as after leaving their home 
in Muncie, Indiana. 

The daughter in Richmond— 
Yetive—was in a hospital awaiting 
the arrival of her second child. 
Complications set in. So great 
were these that the attending 
physician, a Catholic, was forced 
to make a great decision: Save 
the life of the mother or the 
child. 

At the time, there was a medi- 
cal convention assembled in Rich- 
mond. The Catholic doctor, in de- 
spair, said the case was hopeless. 
He placed the facts before the 
doctors in convention. A new 
method was just coming into 
vogue. The physicians decided to 
give it a trial. While they dis- 
feussed the case the young pa- 
tient hovered between life 
death.

Sister Madeleva Speaks 
On Theology School 


Notre Dame—The St. Mary’s 
college graduate school of Sacred 
Theology, unique in that it is the 
only school in the United States 
where women may study theology 
on a graduate level, was the sub- 
ject of an address by Sister M.

Few Remaining Catholic 
Schools In Hungary Are 


Said Heavily Restricted 


London—(NC)—While the Hungarian government has 
returned eight boys and girls schools to four religious com- 
munities out of the entire confiscated Catholic school system 
under last year’s Church-State agreement, restrictions even 
in these few show that the hand of the communist-dominated 


regime lies heavily upon them, according to word received 
here. +> 


Informants say that the Relig- 
ious Orders in these schools must 


use state textbooks. Teachers may 
give out notes to students, contain- 
ing the Church’s point of view, but 
must first explain the marxist 
views on the various subjects 
taught, and these notes must be 
approved by the Hungarian Minis- 
try of Education. The government 


has also limited the number of 
monks that can teach in these 
schools—two to each gradé, or 


eight to a school, this preventing 
any expansion in these schools, 


While these are admittedly harsh 
conditions, according to the infor- 
mants, at least these four Orders 
remain under a central adminis- 
tration. They are the Benedic- 
tines, the Franciscans, the Piar- 
ists and the Poor School Sisters. 
However, only ‘those employed in 
teaching in these Orders at the 
eight returned schools are allowed 
to continue to wear their habits. 
The others have been obliged to 
take off their habits, and find 
places as diocesan priests or in 
civilian life. 


Nowadays, following the elimi- 
nation of monasteries, no one 
seems to notice it when a monk 


-| vanishes, it is said. He no longer 


belongs to an organization, is 
scarcely ever in contact with his 
brethren and is hiding in some re- 
mote place. 


Yet religious life in Hungary is 
said to be more active than ever. 
A large percentage of the faithful 
made Jubilee pilgrimages; in many 
parishes all the faithful go to 
Communion; marriages which were 
not in order from a Catholic point 
of view have been regularized. 


Informants say that terror and 
bitterness are growing daily. The 
so-called “peace priests,” who gave 
their support to the communist 
Stockholm “peace” appeal, find 
smaller and smaller audiences. 


Isolated instances of what hap- 
eonet in the days of horror last 
fiscation monasteries and the 
transportation of whole communi- 


ties to “concentration” monasteries 
are still coming to light. 


To this date the Hungarian 
press has not reported the arrest 
of Abbot Vendel Endredy of the 
great Cistercian Abbey of Zire. 
Arrested with others late in Oc- 
tober, he was said to have been 
taken to the secret police headquar- 
ters at 60 Andrassy street (now 
Stalin street), Budapest, where 
Cardinal Mindszenty was question- 
ed before trial. He is now believed 
to be in the Marko street prison.
